BANKERS 
DECIDE TO ORGANIZE COM. 
PANT. 


CHUTER WILL BE ASKED 


Concern Punned to to Be Only Inter, 
porated and Governed by Board 
of Seven. Directors. 


Guthrie, Ok., 
Jan. 
23.—Declaring 
themselves practically legislated out 
of business by the state through the 
a t ion of the guaranty deposit law by 
the legislature, 309 national bankers of 
Oklahoma, with total deposits now 
amounting to $38,000,000 are seeking 
some method to protect themselves 
against this state law. 
These facts 
have caused the following general 
statement to be issued by a state 
committee of the national bankers, 
through Charles L. Engle of El Reno, 
secretary of the State Bankers’ as­ 
sociation : 
TiVe have no indication that the 
controller will permit 
the 
national 
banks to avail themselves of the pro­ 
visions of the Oklahoma 
bank 
bill, 
which provides for insurance of de­ 
posits and becomes operative on Feb. 
16, 1908. This leaves national banks 
one of three sources to pursue. 
“I. To remain national banks aud 
take chances on the deposits going to 
state banks. 
2. To surrender national charters 
and take out state charters, which will 
ii quire giving legal notice to the 
stockholders, then sixty days’ print 
ing, and compel the payment within 
six months of gold and legal tender, to 
the amount of $7,000,000 to deduce the 
outstanding circulation of Oklahoma 
national banks.” 
3. To organize an insurance com­ 
pany to insure the deposits of nation­ 
al banks.”

TIEW OF PIPE LINE LAW GIVEN. 


Haskell Talks of Report That Feder­ 
al AotHorities Seek Injunction 
Against the Statute. 


Guthrie, Ok., Jan. 23.—In regard to 
the injunction to be sought by feder­ 
al authorities against the emergency 
law recently passed by the Oklahoma 
legislature, to prevent the piping of 
gas from Oklahoma, Gov. Haskell to­ 
day said: 
“Oklahoma reserves the right in her 
state constitution of granting the right 
of eminent domain across or along all 
public highways, and therefore could 
prevent the laying of the pipe lines 
to the state line through its control 
of public highways. The state could 
also deny the right of eminent do­ 
main to any company that would a t-1 
tempt to pipe out natural gas. 
“The United States government will 
not presume to advise a citizen of Ok­ 
lahoma to disobey the state laws. Such 
action would be interfering with the 
proper functions of the state govern­ 
ment. 
I do not anticipate any ser­ 
ious trouble and the state will not 
permit connections to be made at the 
state line under anw circumstances. 
“The Indian is a ciizen of the Unit­ 
ed States and also by reason of this 
fact is a citizen of the state of Ok­ 
lahoma, and therefore he can not be­ 
come a party to violating the state 
laws. I do not believe Secretary Gar­ 
field will enter into the controversy 
Representative A. F. Vandeventer, 
father of the law preventing the piping 
out of gas, says: 
' The government 
can not allow Indian citizens to vio­ 
late the laws of the state. The state 
can revoke the charter of any com­ 
pany that seeks to pipe gas from Okla­ 
homa.” 
It is reported here today that W. J 
Gre|jg, United States Attorney for the 
Eastern Oklahoma District, has been 
called to Muskogee to handle the gov­ 
ernment’s interests in the matter. 
Judge Thomas Ryan of Muskogee! 
former assistant commission of In­ 
dian Altars says that the Interior De­ 
partment will not take any action in 
the matter, and if anything is done 
it will be by the department of Jus­ 
tice. 


Birmingham, Ala., Jan. 23.—Birm­ 
ingham tendered to William J. Bryan 
and Judson Harmon a remarkable wel­ 
come during taeir visit to this c«ty 
today. Mr. Bryan made a public ad­ 
d le s this morning to a crowd wmch 
taxed the capacity of the Bijou theat­ 
er, and hundreds were turned away. 
Mr. Harmon spoke very briefly at the 
morning meeting, and when he was in­ 
troduced as the “next vice preeident” 
there was one of the greatest demon­ 
strations of the day. The speaker mod­ 
estly said that 
his 
friends should 
have prepared him for the shock oc­ 
casioned by such a suggestion. 
“I 
am unworthy,” he said. 
Mr. Bryan, Mr. Harmon, Gov. E. B. 
Comer and Lieut. Gov. Gray spoke at 
the banquet given by the Board of 
Trade tonight in honor of the visi­ 
tors. Four hundred covers were laid 
for this affair. Attorney General W. S. 
Jackson of New York was to have been 
a guest also, but telegraphed this 
morning that some important legal 
matter made it impossible for him to 
leave. 
Predicts Democratic Victory. 
In his speech this morning Mr. Bry­ 
an predicted a democratic victory this 
year and he based his prediction on a 
nnitedMemocratlc party, and a divided 
republican party. The speaker stated 
that the principles of the democratic 
platforms of the past had been vindi­ 
cated by their adoption by the repub­ 
licans. 
‘If 
the 
republican 
party 
batches the democratic egg,” he said 
“the democrats are entitled to some 
of the credit.” 
Mr. Bryan also said that the doc­ 
trine of state’s right was as dear to 
the northern states as it was to the 
states of the south. He praised Gov. 
Comer, Gov. Glenn and Gov. Smith 
for the fight they have made for the 
right of the states to regulate cor­ 
porations doing business in them, and 
added that It was absurd for a federal 
judge to set himself up as greater 
than a state. 
The banquet tonight was attended 
by prominent democrats from all parts 
ot Alabama, and included ©very state 
official. 
Mr. Harmon spoke to the toast, “A 
Reminiscence.”

INDIAN ROLL IS PUBLISHED. 


Book Contains Name -of Every One of 
Five Civilized Tribes. 


Muskogee, Ok., Jan. 23.—Twenty- 
five hundred copies of the roll con­ 
taining the names of every citizen of 
the Fi\© Tribes, the age, sex, degree 
of indian blood and roll number, have 
been received here by the commission­ 
er to the Five Tribes. The book con­ 
tains 634 pages, but the names are not 
in alphabetical order. An index is be­ 
ing prepared which will be as large 
as the book and will probably sell for 
an equal amount. The roll will be sold 
by the government here at $1.75 for 
paper bound and $2 for cloth bound. 
The complete Indian roll is consider­ 
ed \er> valuable. Before they were 
made public the government prose­ 
cuted an employe of the commission 
here for giving it out to a land man.

For several days Beltman, who is a 
socialist, had been making announce­ 
ments of his intention to hold a p ar­ 
ade of “hoboes” and “unemployed” 
despite the warning given

by 
Chief of Police Shipper that no march 
through the streets would be perm it­ 
ted. Reitman, however, continued to 
defy the authorities and last night 
thousands of circulars were. distrib­ 
uted through the downtown saloons 
J and in the lodging house district, call­ 
ing en all men out of work to assem ­ 
ble at 2 o'clock on the lake fro n t 
The Chief of Police early in the day 
reiterated his 
statem ent 
that 
tho 
m arch would not be permitted and di­ 
rected that all the police force be 
held in reserve at the various sta­ 
tions. 
Ar a few minutes before 2 o'clock a 
crowd commenced to gather on Mich­ 
igan avenue, in front of the Art Insti­ 
tute, and in a few minutes a column 
which was really a series of bunches j 
of four and five men was formed and 
headed by Reitman, stated west on Ad- j 
ams street. 
Order to disperse met with no re­ 
sponse, the m archers attem pting to 
shoulder their way along. The police 
instantly charged, swinging thrdr clubs 
right and left. The m archers fled wild­ 
ly, some of them running into the door 
way of the Union League Club, while 
others sought safety within the post­ 
office building. 
Reitman turned south into Clark 
street, but was quickly caught and 
placed under arrest. He showed some 
fight and was handled in vigorous 
style. 
His hat was smashed by a 
blow* from a policeman’s Hub and he 
was knocked down and his clothing I 
torn. 
He was at once taken to police | 
headquarters, followed by a crowd of 
2,000 people. 


After reaching the station! Reitman 
said: 


I was arrested without cause and 
was treated brutally. Some policeman 
hit me over the head with his club. 
There would have been no disorder if 
th? police had allowed us to march 
through the streets as w*e wished to 
do. All we wanted w*as to go to the city 
hall and demand that me out of work 
he given employment by the city.”
